8. A. Orchard Co. Is First to 
Handling Fruit 

Navel oranges are being picked 
today, in Ontario, the first of the 
new crop to be harvested. Fruit, 
picked in the Fontana district, is 
also being’ handled here today to 
Officially begin the harvest of the 
1938 orange crop. 

Citrus associations in the Upland 
district will begin harvest activ- 


ities when the sugar content is}. 


proper and when general condi- 
tions are favorable, it is reported. 
If weather conditions become 
more normal, the production will 
be large, George Pohl, local horti- 
cultural inspector, predicting an 
85 per cent production for Navel 
oranges, said. If the warm weath- 
er continues, however, it is likely 
the oranges will not be as large 
as expected. Mr. Pohl termed 
present climatic conditions as ‘In- 
dian Summer,’ and added: ‘If 
this leaves soon and if we get 
some rain the outlook is good for 
an 85 per cent crop.” 
Production during the last 10 
years is taken as normal, he said. 
The San Antonio Orchard Co. 
reported today it had started pitk- 
ing crews in the Ontario district. 
Work in the groves will be on a 
amall scale, the crews being care- 
ful to get only the fruit that has 
sufficient sugar content. ‘ 
Those in charge of the Hanson | 
Fruit Co. reported that Navel or- 
anges picked in the Fontana-Rialto 
district had been brought here for 
packing. | 
General harvest activities 
throughout the Upland district 
may be started in“°a smali way 
within a few weeks. —
